Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  area  was  13,990,  and 
the  natural  increase  of  population  was  79* 

I consider  that  the  statistics  herein  are  satisfactory.  Even  the 
apparently  high  figure  for  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  is  not  so  serious 
since  it  represents  only  one  child. 

The  causes  of  death  form  much  the  same  pattern  as  in  previous  years, 
with  cancers  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  being  the  most 
numerous . 

Infectious  diseases  are  no  longer  the  menace  they  once  were,  and 
this  must  encourage  us  in  our  campaigns  to  promote  immunisation  and 
vaccination.  The  co-operation  of  parents  is  gratifying  in  this  respect, 
and  the  numbers  protected  satisfactory. 

I wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Council  for  their 
kind  consideration  during  the  year,  and  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Watkins.

(c)  HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT  19 59 /HO USING  ACT  1969. 

During  the  year  the  new  Housing  Act  1969  became  operative  as  from 
1st  August, 1969. 

A report  was  presented  to  the  ajjpropriate  Committee,  and  briefly  as 
far  as  Hural  Authorities  are  concerned  the  main  effect  of  the  new  Act  was 
to  increase  the  amount  of  Standard  Grant  from  £350  to  £450  and  the 
Discretionary  Grant  from  £400  to  £1000.  Despite  this,  the  number  of 
Discretionary  Grants  approved  dropped  considerably,  in  fact  from  54  to  25. 
This  was  due  to  people  becoming  aware  of  the  new  Act,  and  witholding 
applications  until  the  Act  became  operative. 

Likewise  this  caused  a reduction  in  Standard  Grants  of  from  30  in  the 
previous  year  to  20.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


During  the  year  the  filling  of  our  South  Wootton  tip  was  completed. 
This  tip  has  been  hired  from  the  Parish  Council  since  1946*  It  has  been 
handed  back  to  them  and  if  handled  properly  could  be  made  into  quite  an 
attractive  recreational  ground  or  park,  most  conveniently  sited  for  the 
use  of  the  old  folk  in  the  County  Home  immediately  opposite  the  site. 
Uhfortunately  however,  no  other  suitable  site  in  the  area  could  be  found, 
and  it  has  meant  that  all  collections  from  the  ’Wootton  and  Castle  Rising 
area  have  now  to  be  taken  to  Setch  Tip,  which  continues  to  be  shared  with 
the  King's  Lynn  Corporation.  This  was  agreed  to,  provided  the  Corporation 
supplied  the  labour  and  machines  for  the  necessary  levelling  and  dressing 
of  the  tip  daily,  for  which  no  contribution  was  to  be  expected  from  this 
Council,  as  lessees  of  the  tip. 


RE  ',.,J  COLLECTION  contd... 

This  has  proved  a most  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  one’s 
only  worry  has  been  the  fact  that  soon  another  site  must  be  found 
for  both  Authorities.  With  this  in  mind  a Consortium  has  been  set 
up,  consisting  of  10  Local  Authorities  to  seriously  consider  the 
possibility  of  constructing  a mechanical  incineration/pulverisation 
plant  on  a cost  shared  basis.  Three  meetings  were  held,  but  at  the 
close  of  the  year  matters  were  still  at  discussion  stage.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  major  sewerage  disposal  works  at  Little  Massingham  and  West  Winch 
continue  to  operate  satisfactorily.  One  is  pleased  to  rex)ort  the  excellent 
results  of  the  periodical  sampling  of  effluent  from  the  West  Winch  Plant. 
All  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  up  to  Royal  Commission  Standard. 

In  January  a start  was  made  on  the  Gayton  & Grimston  Sewerage  Scheme, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  just  under  a half  of  the  scheme  was  completed. 

A considerable  amount  of  land  drainage  work  was  done  by  our  own 
staff  at  the  outfall  of  the  Little  Massingham  Sewage  Works,  but  other 
works  still  remain  to  be  done. 

PESTS  ACT  1949. 

Regular  treatment  has  been  given  at  all  the  Council's  refuse  tips 
and  other  Council  properties  where  found  necessary.  Domestic  premises 
have  been  treated  free  of  charge,  whilst  a charge  of  10/6d  is  made  on 
farm  and  business  premises.  The  work  is  done  by  one  man  who  takes 
interest  in  his  job  and  gives  us  good  service.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I960. 

The  total  number  of  licences  in  force  was  10,  of  which  3 were  in 
relation  to  reasonably  large  sites.  An  application  for  an  extensor  to 
one  of  these  sites  at  Gap  Farm,  South  boot ton  received  the  Council's 
support  bearing  in  mind  that  another  large  site  in  the  same  Parish  was 
being  run  down,  so  as  to  be  used  as  building  land.  An  amended  licence 
was  not  issued  however,  as  the  application  was  turned  down  by  the 
County  Planning  Department.  Also,  an  application  for  a large  site,  this 
time  at  Forth  Wootton  has  been  turned  down,  but  in  this  instance  one 
agrees  with  the  decision  of  the  planners,. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  forced  to  take  action  against 
unauthorised  caravans  at  Bawsey  and  also  at  Sheepscourse,  North  Runcton. 
At  Bawsey  the  land  in  question  was  fenced  off  by  the  owners  on  the 
advice  of  the  Council , whilst  the  problem  at  North  Runcton  was  solved  by 
the  erection  of  concrete  posts  at  the  entrance  to  Sheepscourse,  which 
work  was  done  by  the  Council  with  the  permission  of  the  Parish  Council 
and  Lord  of  the  Manor.

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CONCLUSION 


In  1969  the  number  of  grants  given  was  down.  In  some  respects 
this  was  understandable  as  many  applications  were  with eld  until  the 
arrival  in  August  of  the  new  Housing  Act  1969  under  which  larger 
grants  could  be  obtained. 

As  a result  of  Government  policy  of  improving  the  older  housing 
stock  under  one  provisions  of  this  new  Act  it  is  estimated  the  number 
of  such  dwellings  improved  will  rise  substantially  over  the  next  few 
years.  In  fact  the  figures  for  1970  already  indicate  this  to  be  the 
case . 


As  a matter  of  interest  the  total  number  of  dwellings  improved 
by  grant  aid  in  England  and  '.Vales  in  1969  was  109,000  at  a cost  of 
£56  million; of  this  total  some  two  thirds  was  for  the  private  sector 
and  one  third  for  public  sector  housing. 

As  regards  new  housebuilding  by  local  authorities,  whereas 
nationally  there  was  a decline  in  the  number  built  in  1969,  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  this  Council  built  more  than  for  the  three 
previous  years  combined,  some  44 * and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  Council 
continues  on  these  lines. 

Undoubtedly,  in  the  year  1969  the  focal  point  of  almost  all 
discussion  in  local  government  circles  has  been  the  Maude  Report  the 
implementation  of  which  would,  in  my  opinion,  see  an  end  to  local 
government  as  it  is  known  today. 

Filially,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for 
their  kindliness  and  the  Clerk  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their 
most  valuable  co-operation  and  assistance.  I should  also  like  to 
express  roy  sincere  thanks  to  all  my  staff  for  their  unstinted  support 
throughout  the  year.
